Upon Friday laſt having intelligence of the Enemies inten. 
cions to approach hither, we marched towards rhe way wee 
conceived they would come, and having notice of abouttwo 
hundred of them quarrtfred in a Towne called Heywoodin Stf. 
fordſhire neare to our paſſe, we fell upon them, and after aſhor 
Skirmiſh beat them from their hold, rook and killed abovethe 
one halfe ot them, the reſt eſcaping by by-wayes. ſo that we 
could not follow them, onely quarrered there that night S- 
day bcing at Stafford, about twelve of the clock we had intelli 
gence of Sr W.BRrereron and S* Fohn Gells being met with alltheir 
forces, being about 3000 Horſe and Foote, placed upon a 
Heath called Hopron Heath neare a Towne called Weſtov ſome 
two milzs from Szafford., We drew outour Horſe and: Dra: 
gooners being about 900. And the Heath ſeeming faire reſol- 
ved tocharge them, the breadth of it being morethen Mugket- 
thot from incloſure on each fide. As we advanced we diſcover: 
ed Musketeers placed within a walled Cloſs,and ſome Muske- 
tecrs and drakes in hedges on our right wing.. Againſt which 
we ſent ſome of our Musketeers. but thoſe being too few to 
beat them, by order of counſell we advanced with our whole 
body of Horſe {leaving onely a Reſerve )rowards their body, 
and upon our advancing their Musketeers ran from the __ 
ve chargeing their body their Horſe preſently ran;and welo!- 
ced them toquit their Cannon. But our men following the 
Execution beyond command, and: our Musketeers notcom- 
ming up,they got ſome of their Cannonagaine,yet we brought 
off 8 peeces. And then rallying up our horſe againe as ſoone 
as we could, we charged ſome other Horſe which they-had 

acare their Foot, which preſently retreated and ran, and 4 
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Sir Thomas Byron atthe head of che Princes Regiment charge: - 
ing their Foot broke in among them, burthey having ſome- 
Troops of Horle neare their Foor, fell upon him;and then ke re- 
ceived his hurts, bleeding ſorhat he was notable toſtay in 
the field . Bur by reaſon ofthe night and our Horſes being 
weary we ſtood about a Musket-ſhot from. them, and after a 
time our men being weary, we drew ſomewhat further off,.. 
keeping ſtrong parties nearer them. The next morfiing by 
breake of day we made ready to fall onagaine, but finding no 
Enemy, wethen underſtood that they had marched away in 
the night about an hour after our parting with them, there we 
foynd carriages, with Ammunition-and other things,&rhe tore 
carriages of cheir Cannon, which makes us beleeve they bave: 
throwne the reſt of tacir Cannon into- ſome pooles therea-- 
bours. In this fight (and in that former skirmiſh on Friday) we: 
took and killed above 300, and wounded atthe leaſt 500 more: 
(for our Horſe chargedtheir Foot which occaſioned fo many- 
wounded) as their owne men confeſle whom fince we tooke 
priſoners, We have taken above 300 of their Horſe, 8 pecces. 
of Cannon, with a- great deal of other Ammunition .. Ged-is- 
certainly hurt but not kilied, yer they ſay he was hurt by 
chance by one of their owne ſouldiers as they went away i 
thenight, and we are apt enough to beleeve it, for he is not too» 
forward 'tocome into-danger. _ 

But now we muſt fromthe ſadneflſe of our ſoules acquaint: 
you with the great loſſe both- His Majeſtie and the whole king- 
dome have ſuſteined in this ation by the death of a moſt Loyalt 
and hardly ro be equalled SubjeR, the moſt noble and moſ? vas 
lant Earle of Northampton, who upon the firſt charge with'our 
horſe, being engaged upon Execution neare their foot, his horſe 
was ſhot, ſo that he was conſtrained roalight, and being encom- 
paſſed with enemies he fought onfoot along time, killing (as 
they.themſelves confelle) a Colonel ot toos, and ſtriking _ .

ther Captain into the breſt with his Poleax, beſides other com- 
mon ſouldiers whom he wounded and flew,unrill ſuch time as 
he was overborne by mulrtitudes,and then being knockt downe 
with a musker and grievouſly wounded, and his head-pcecera- 
ken off, was offered quarter (as they ſay ) bur he anſwered that 
he ſcorned to take quarter from ſuch baſe rogues & Rebels as 
they were;zand fo fought it out a long while atter, til} ſuch rime 
as he was f{laine by a blow with a halbert,on the hinder part of 
his head,receiving at the ſame time another deep wound in his 
face. Which done,they hurried him away fo as we all thought 
he had been taken priſoner, for we could not find his body, 
The ſadnefſe of this accident would not have left our grea- 
teſt ViRory withour miſery, but yer the greatneſſe of his ex. 
ample cannot bur make all thoſe that are deſirous of honour 
to follow him in his ſteps, though none can come nearer him 
then his brave ſonnes, and eſpecially thz Lord Compton: In 
whom we find much gallantry and valour in this/laſt-aQi- 
on ( wherein he received a ſhot in the legge, but no waies 
dangerous, and his horic alſo thor under him.) So that ſhould 
we not ſay,tharrtherc is none more fitting,or deſerving to ferve 
His MajzsrTx andthe Kingdome in thoſe Commands, .and 
Honourable imployments which his Father enjoyed,thenthis 
young Lord, wee ſhould both. wrong his Lordſhip, and our 
owne judgements. Wee arc aſſured he will be found to bethe 
inheritor of his Fathers Loyalty and Vertues, and endeavour 
by ſerving His Maieſty,to revenge his fathers death,andequall 
him in glorious actions, In which we ſhall be readyto follow q 


him,and are preparing for that purpoſe, We had 25 flayne,the 
cheife whereof were Captaine Harvy of my Lords own Regi- 
ment, Captain Beer latcly a {choller in Oxford, Enfigne Bowyer, 
Captain Middleton of Colonel Heftings Regiment, Leiutenant 
Greene, Coronet Billingand CoronerZull who all carried theme | 
ſelves as gallantly as men could do. There were about ſome 
ewenty hurt, the moſt whereof were Officers ; as Sir 7 homes

There can belittle added to this exprefſe Relation, wherein 
though it pleaſed God ſoto defeat the Rebels, yer our loſle is 
invaluable in the death of this noble Earle , who as he was 
early up ( being one of the firſt defenders of this righteous 
cauſe) ſo he continued at ſucha heighr of courage and magna- 
nimicy, as drew all good mens eyes on his honourable ations. 
Whetherthe Rebels offered him quarter, or whether he re- 
fuled it when it was offered , is not certaine, for we have; 
i onely from themſelves, who no doubr will make their beſt 
excuſe for murthering ſo incomparable a Lord. Nor isitim- 
probable thar he ſcorned their quarter , preferring a preſene 
honourable 'death before that vile , wretched, unprofitable 
captivity, whereof he was aſſured, were he onre their priſoner, 
For as he ſpent his noble endeavours in defence of his King. 
and Country while he lived, ſo he valued not his life when 
K would be ſerviceable to-none bur Rebels. He hath-beene 
often heard to-ſay,. that, If he our-loved theſe Warres, be was cer- 
taine never to have (o noble 4 death. And had we wholly loſt him, 
would have fill'd us with roo much ſorrow, but that we have 
ſuch excellent Copies of him in his rare ſonnes, and chiefly 
che gallane young Earle himlſelfe , who hach ſo-much of the 
father in him,that he only wants time and oppertunicyro make 
him more like bim. And this you will partly gather by this en- 
kuingLetter which my Lord writ with his own hand tothe no- 
ble Counteſle his Mother, two dayes after his Fathers _ 
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Deare Mother, 
O® Sunday laſt we got the day ofthe Rebels, but 


our loſle (elpecially your Honours and mine) is 
not to be expreſſed. For though it be a general loſſe .

Pickering; a man moſt dangerouſly active againſt his Majeltie, and 
tooke thence all his Arines and Horſes, which had been houſed there 
for the maintainance of the Rebellion ; the noiſe of which comming tg 
Northampton did ſtrike ſo great a feare among the Rebels, that any 
of the Souldiers fled and forſook the towne. | 

It was advertiſed this day alſo , that upon Munday laft Sir wilias 
Falter with all his Forces came from Chepſtow, and marching all that 
night, came upon Tueſday morning by fix of theclocke as fare a 
Little Deane,(a Village in the Forreſt of Deane) with anintention to 
aſſault and ſurpriſe Prince Mawreice his Quarters , as he had done the 
Lord Herberts notilong before : but that the Prince retreated.out of 
Little Deane,where,and in the Villages about it he had bin quartered,

Waller being thus put to it, marched againe towards Chepſtow, Prince 
Meanrice following cloſe upon him with his conquering Army , and 
the Lord Herbers being before him with his #elch Forces, ſo thatit 
awas believed he could not eaſily eſcape, W hat became of him afta- 
wards, you ſhall Chortly heare. 

Bur its certified withall (fhough by later Mefſengers) what ill 
effects this fortunate ſaccefle produced. For thoſe of His Majeſtic 
Forces which were left in Tewkesbmry , upos receipt of this good 
newes, grew ſo ſecure, if not ſo carelefſle of themſelves, that rhey ne- 
=o to keepe tbeir watches, and ſo became an <aſic prey unto the 

nemy. Who coming up the water in Boats from Glexcefter, to the 
number of 400 or thereabauts, madethemſelves maiters of the Towne 

e're they were diſcovered, ſeized on the Officers and Souldiers as 
were yleepe, carticd their Armes and Horſes away to WR 
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priſoners moſt of the Commanders, and ſome common Souldiers; and 
þ returned againe without any lofle. So that comparing this with 
ſme former accidents, a man may cafily obſerve, that His Majeſtie 
hath loſt more by the negligence of his owne men, then the power 
1nd vatour of his Enemies.

This day there came relation of a ſecond fight betwixt the forcesof 
Prince Mavurice and Sir Wulliam Waller: it being related that after the 
defcate at Little Deane, Waller retiring with bis horſe, had by by- 
pathes and unfuſpcRed waics.got in ſafe ro Glomrefter,and from thence 
eaking with him fome commanded men ont of the Garrifon there, had 
entred Tewksbury,being made ready to his hands(asbefore was noted} 
intending to have kept the Prince:beyond the Severne ; burthat the 
Prince bearing how be had ſtollen away, and warily ſuſpeRing what 
his plot might be; had ſent 500 horſe before to gaine Uprow bridges 
whuch was done accordingly: that the Prince having crofſed the Se- 
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verne, drew towards Tewkibary where aller tarried roexpet him; 
1nd for his entertcinment had lined the hedges thereabouts with good 
Muketeers, withan intent to brevethe Prince with ſome troopes of 
horſe, and ſo by that Bravado to intice his Army within the reach and 
compaſſe of his Ambnuſcado : that the Prince knowing whom he was 
todeale with, having repulſed the horſe ſo ſent out to brave him, pur= 
fucdno further then rhe Countrie was free and open, and then come 
manded ſome cf bis choiceſt foote, ro ſcoure the hedges; which being 
done he fell ſo unexpeRedly upon them with the' maine body of hig 
Forces, that he made them flic, killing about 80 1n the place, beſides 
25 many more (as It 15 conceived z who flying trom the ſword, fell in- 
to the River, and were there drowned ; there being but twoonely 
killed of his owne ſoaldicrs: that Waller upon this ſecond beating 
had recovered Tewkeſbury , which hce began to fortific for his 
beſt defence; and that the Prince was got berwixt him and Glewceſter, 
intending to prevent him from returning thicher«- What hath bcene 
done ſince then, is not yet made knowne. 

This day came out in Print His Majeſties laſt gracious meſſage to 
both Houſes, of the 12 of April, concerning the dicbanding of both 
Armies, and bis Aajeſties retwrne td both Houſes of Parliament, In 
which bis Majeſtic declareth, that as ſoone as he was ſatisfied in his 
firſt Propoſition concerning his own Revenue, Magazine, Ships and 
Forts, in which he deſired nothing but that the juſt, legall and known 
Rizhts of His Majeſtic, and of the perſons truſted by him were reſto- 
redunrothem.; as ſoone as the Members of both Houſes ſhould bere= 
foredunto the ſame capacitie of ſitting and voting in Parliament, as 
they had apon the firſt of /an., 1641. (excluſively of ſuch whoſe votes 
have been taken away by Bil, or by new cleRions on new writs;) and 
that as ſoon as His Majeſtic and both Houſes may be ſecured from ſuch 
umultuous 2flemblies,as to the bigh diſhonour of the Parliament had 
awed the Members of the ſame; which he conceiv<d could not others» 
wiſe be done then by adjourning the Parliament to ſome place 20 miles 
from London, ſuch as the Houſes ſhould agree on; His Majeſtic moſt 
thearfnlly and readily would conſent, that both the Armics be immedi» 
ttely disbanded,and returne ſpeedily to his two Houſes of Parl1ament, 
2 the time and place, to which by their appointment Nt ſhould be ad 
journed: His Majcſtic not doubting but that upon a free debate ina 
fuilland peaceable convention of Parliament, fuch proviſions would 


be made againſt ſeditious preaching and printiog againli His Mayne 
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8nd the Lawes, that they might both recover their dne eftimation;end 
ſuch care taken conceroing His Majeſtics legall and known right, and 
the {5bertie and propertie of the Subje, that whatſoever hath beene 
done or publiſhed rothe prejudice of either, would in ſuch manner be 
recalled, diſclaimed and provided againſt, as that the like might never 


happen inthertime ro come ; and promifing for his parr, 'to conſent 


to whatſoever ſhall be propoſed to Him by Bill for the reall good of his 
SubjeRts, ( and in particular for the ſuppreſſion of Popery Jas may make 
known to all the world how little cauſe there was of thoſe feares and 
jealoufies, which have fo long diſtrated this wretched Kingdome, 
Waich offer if it were nor conſented to, His Majeſtic was corfident, 
that it would evidently appeare to all the world, notonely who was 
molt defirous of peace, but by whoſe fault it is that the Armiesare not 
preſentlydisbanded,and by whoſe par&ices the progrefle of our peace 
was fieit interrupted,and theſe Arnues raiſed.

The King indeed ſaith 
he will defend and maintain, the Laws, Liberties, properties of Sub- 
jects, juſt priviledgesof Parliament, but even in ſaying this he ſeems 
co violate them, it he thereby aſſume the ſupreame ement of 
them to himſelf, which, as alrcady partly hath appeared, and fur- 
ther hereafter may do, cannot bez Admut this Trojan horſe into 
your walls, allow this, all of them may cafily reſolve into nothing. 
Conſider well, what Judgement hath been made of the Laws » the

{ll woutd undoubtedly adde ſuch authoritie and reverent regard tg 
them, and their doCtrinezthat men ſeeing they ſeek them not theire, 
nor will admit more of the world, then what is mecrely neceſſ; 
tor them, for the diſcharge of their places ; you ſhall diſcover anew 
world : Men by ſuch courſes which will bring on doQtrine propor- 
tionable, will be fo moyed that cutting oft each in his proportion 
orcatly, cven their own ſupertiuous yanities, much more their ſins : 
what our ſpiritual] men may {6 have refuſed, with infinite m>3re by 
others thus cur off, may be diſtributed among the poore, ( befides 
the benctit of ſuck examples and doCtrine, extending even to theſe:) 
and ſo uuverſall charitic,reducing all toa blefſed kinde, ifnot of pa- 
ritie, yct of proportion, leaving the leaſt in atolerable mediocritie, 
a galden age or primitive times may riſe againe in the world. 

Bur the way to this heaven is firſt to goe by the gates of hell, as 
through the Parliament the Kingdome is made by the true ma- 
liznants, ſo through or under colour of a pretended malignant patr- 
tie, that ſeduceth or ruleth the Parliament,the Parliament or aucho- 
ritic and dignitic thereot 1 atraqued, but ſure this is propounded as 
an article of faith, and to weake treaſon paſt comprehenſion how it 
can well be : but how cver they are misbelcevers and hereticks that 
pertinaciouſly rejett an article of faith, and with force to be pro- 
ccedcd agair ſt ; yet force being found oft none of the beſt wayes to 
extinguiſh hereſie, bur rather the canker ſpreaded and exaſperated 
by rude handling, many havenot and will not be deterred from ad- 
vancing ſuch as theſe, plaine or ſtronger oppoſitions, if any of this 
malignant partie propound any thing{(as in all great aſſemblies ſome 
mult breake the matter and begin) and the houſe conſent to the 
propalition ; it isnow the at of the whole houſe : if any propound
